not only their Contributors, but the 
Public may judge of their Behaviour, and ſee how providentiall 
the Hand of the Almighty hath conducted a Charity tending pA 
much to his Glory, and the common Good of Mankind. 


Ap as it is not doubted but many well-diſpoſed Perſons would 
gladly aſſiſt in promoting ſo laudable and pious an Undertaking, if 
they were ſufficiently appriz'd of the Nature of it; it is therefore 
thought proper, in order to render this Charity as extenſive as poſ- 
fible, to inform the Public, that the general Deſign of it is to re- 
Leve all ſuch poor, fick and lame Perſons, as appear to be curable, 
and proper Objects. Phyſical Advice and Medicines are given to 
them all, and Diet, Waſhing, and Lodging, to as many as the 
Houſe will contain, and ſome of the moſt miſerable of them are 
likewiſe Cloathed ; ſo that it may be ſaid of this Society, that they 
make it their conſtant Buſineſs to relieve the Sick, feed the Hungry, 
and cloath the Naked. | 


Tunis Undertaking was ſet on Foot ſoon after Michaelmas, 1733, 
by ſome Gentlemen who had been before concern'd in a Charity of 
the like kind, in the lower Part of Weſtminſter : And they being 
ot Opinion that the Houſe they now are in, would be convenient 
for their Purpoſe, on Account of its Air, Situation, and Nearneſs 
to the Town, they therefore procured a Leaſe of it, and opened a 
Subſcription for carrying on the Charity there ; which, in a few 
Days, increaſed ſo faſt, that on the 19th of Ofober, they were 
”4 . . 
enabled to form themſelves into a regular Society; and they went 
ſo vigorouſly to work, to fit up the Houſe for their Purpoſe, that 
on the 1ſt of January following, they began to receive Patients.

A BOARD of Governors meet every WVedneſday Morning to 
examine the Affairs of the Houſe, and to admit and diſcharge 
Patients; and they appoint two of their Contributors, who are de- 
fired to viſit the Houſe daily, and to ſee the Orders of the Board 
punctually obſerved. The Weekly Board have likewiſe reſolved 
to enquire more 3 the firſt Vedneſday in every Month, 
how far the Rules of the Hoſpital are comply'd with.

A L L the Phyſicians viſit the Patients twice a Week, and oftner 
as Occaſion requires; and one of them in Rotation attends every 
Receiving Day, and the Surgeons attend daily: And the following 
Apothecaries, viz. Fobn Warren, and Daniel Graham, Eſqrs; Apo- 
thecaries to his Majeſty, Fohn Allen Eſq; Apothecary to his Ma- 
jeſty's Houſhold, Mr Iſaac Rand, Mr Fohn Clarke, Mr Andrew 
Mitchel, Mr Thomas Graham, and Mr James Fraſer, attend by 
Rotation as Viſitors, to ſee that the Apothecary of the Houſe tikes 
due Care of his Patients and Medicines, and that they be duly dif-

Fo x the more orderly and regular carrying on this charitable 
Deſign, Foſeph Hudſon, Eſq; and Mr Richard Aſpinwall are the 
Treaſurers, and Mr Thomas Smith Secretary: By theſe Gentlemen 
all the Books of Accounts, and Minutes, are kept and entered ; 
and theſe, together with the above-named Apothecaries, are all 


Governors, and ſerve Gratis. 


Av that proper Care may be taken of the Souls as well as 
the Bodies of the Patients, they are inſtructed in the Doctrine and 
Practice of Chriſtianity, have daily Prayers read to them, a Ser- 
mon every Sunday, and a Monthly Communion ; which Services 
are at preſent perform'd by the Rev. Mr Fraſer : and at their Diſ- 
charge, Books are given them for their further Edification. 


How remarkably the Bleſſing of Gop hath attended this Society, 
appears from the following Account of Perſons reliev*d under their 
Care, and of the Money they have receiv'd, whereby they have 
been enabled to make additional Buildings capable of accommo- 
dating (when finiſh'd) ſeventy Patients, over and above the hundred 
and thirty now in the Houſe; and they rely upon the fame kind 
Providence, to enable them to finiſh the Plan of their Buildings, 
which will contain in the whole near 300 Patients. The Society 
alſo have agreed to fit up a Lying- in Ward for poor married Wo- 
men, ſo ſoon as ſuch a charitable Deſign can be put in Execution. 


N. B. Taz Money put into the Poor's Box is applied accor- 
ding to the following Order : Ordered that the Money found
